The  Curtis  Institute 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  foimded  in  1924.  Its  founder 
was  Mary  Curtis  Zimbahst.  The  school  was  founded  with  the  dedica- 
tion to  the  following  principles:  to  hand  down  through  contemporary 
masters  the  great  traditions  of  the  past,  and  to  teach  students  to  build 
on  this  heritage  for  the  future. 

The  Curtis  Institute  has  a  student  body  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 120  young  musicians,  and  graduates  about  20  each  year. 
Graduates  in  the  past  forty  year  history  have  included:  Leonard 
Bernstein,  Gian-Carlo  Menotti,  Samuel  Barber,  Anna  Moffo,  and 
Susan  Starr. 

Selection  of  incoming  students  is  conducted  by  a  system  of  audi- 
tions, and  in  the  case  of  foreign  applicants  by  tape  recordings.  Once 
accepted  the  students  attend  Curtis  on  a  scholarship  basis  only. 

Individuals  that  have  taught  and  are  presently  teaching  at  Curtis 
included:  Rudolf  Serkin,  Fritz  Reiner,  Josef  Hoffman,  Efrem  Zim- 
balist,  Sr.,  Leonard  Rose,  and  Lea  Lubasehutz. 
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Immaculata  Glee  Club 

The  Glee  Club  of  Immaculata  College  has  remained  an  integral 
part  of  campus  activity  for  nearly  half  a  century.  This  choral  society 
offers  to  qualified  students  from  all  departments  of  the  college  the 
opportunity  of  cultural  enrichment  through  the  performance  of  repre- 
sentative vocal  Uterature.  Within  itself  the  group  contains  a  few  special 
ensembles  including  the  Madrigal  Singers  and  the  College  Choir.  In- 
cluded in  recent  group  activities  are  broadcasts,  recordings,  perform- 
ances in  the  Philadelphia  area,  and  participation  in  the  National 
Catholic  Music  Educators'  Convention  at  Washington,  D.  C.  These 
singers  who  perform  under  the  direction  of  distinguished  guest  con- 
ductors are  trained  by  the  Sisters,  Servants  of  the  Immaculate  Heart 
of  Mary,  who  staff  Irmnaculata,  a  hberal  arts  college  for  women. 


THE  VILLANOVA  SINGERS 

The  impetus  for  founding  the  Villanova  Singers  came  in  1953  from 
Harold  Reuschlein,  Dean  of  the  Law  School  of  Villanova  University. 
Dean  Reuschlein  directed  the  Singers  until  1957,  when  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Herbert  Fiss,  a  successful  college  choral  director.  Rev. 
Edward  C.  Doherty,  O.S.A.,  energetic  moderator  of  the  Singers,  pro- 
vides the  administrative  direction  for  the  club. 

Last  season,  for  the  first  time,  the  Singers  included  several  mid- 
western  concerts  on  their  itinerary,  traveling  4000  miles  and  singing 
in  New  York,  Washington,  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland  and  Chicago. 

As  part  of  this  season's  equally  ambitious  schedule,  the  Singers 
presented  an  Easter  Sunday  concert  to  a  nation-wide  audience  over 
the  Mutual  Broadcasting  System.  In  addition  to  presenting  several 
concerts  in  both  the  Philadelphia  and  New  York  areas,  the  club  has 
traveled  to  Boston  and  Washington  and  is  conducting  another  mid- 
western  tour  this  season  commencing  April  15,  presenting  concerts  in 
Columbus,  Toledo,  Chicago  and  Detroit.

First  performance  of  the  play  by  Beaumarchais: 

Paris,  April  27,  176U 

First  performance  of  the  Mozart  Opera: 

Vienna,  May  1,  176t 

No  better  brief  outline  of  the  plot  of  the  opera 
can  be  given  than  in  the  words  of  the  author  of  the 
play.   Here  is  a  first  draft,  by  Beaumarchais  himself, 
of  the  story  of  Le  Mariage  de  Figaro.   It  corresponds 
in  almost  every  detail  with  da  Ponte's  litretto. 

Pre gram  of  Le  Mariage  de  Figaro 

Figaro,  steward  at  the  castle  of  Aguas  Frescas, 
has  borrowed  ten  thousand  francs  from  Marceline, 
housekeeper  of  Dr.  Bartolo,  and  has  given  her  a  note 
promising  to  repay  the  money  at  a  certain  time  or  to 
narry  her  if  he  should  default.  Meanwhile,  very 
much  in  love  with  Susanna,  Countess  Almaviva's  young 
chambermaid,  he  prepares  to  marry  her:  for  the  Count, 
himself  enamored  of  young  Susanna,  has  favored  this 
marriage  in  the  hope  that  a  dovrry  he  has  promised  to 
give  her  vrould  enable  him  to  obtain  from  her  in  se- 
cret her  yielding  to  the  droit  du  seigneur,  a  right 
that  he  had  renounced  for  the  benefit  of  his  servants 
when  he  was  married.  This  little  domestic  intrigue 
is  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  Count  by  the  rather 
unscrupulous  Easile,  music-master  of  the  castle.  But 
the  young  and  virtuous  Susanna  believes  herself  oblig- 
ed to  apprise  her  mistress  and  her  betrothed  of  the 
Count's  gallant  intentions,  and  the  Countess,  Susanna 
and  Figaro  band  together  to  foil  the  plans  of  the 
lord  of  the  manor.    A  small  page,  beloved  by  every- 
one at  the  castle  but  mischievous  and  overheated, 
like  all  precocious  lads  of  thirteen  or  fourteen, 
slips  saucily  away  from  his  master  and  by  his  liveli- 
ness and  perpetual  thoughtlessness  more  than  once  in- 
voluntarily places  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  Count's 
progress,  at  the  same  time  getting  himself  into  hot 
water,  which  leads  to  some  very  effective  incidents 
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in  the  piece..., The  Count,  finally  perceiving  that  he 
is  being  made  the  victim,  but  unable  to  imagine  hov/ 
it  is  being  done,  resolves  upon  vengeance  by  favoring 
Marceline's  claims.  Thus,  desperate  because  he  cannot 
make  the  young  woman  his  mistress,  he  tries  to  marry 
the  old  one  to  Figaro,  who  is  distressed  by  all  this. 
But  at  the  moment  when  Almaviva  believes  himself  a- 
venged,  when  as  first  magistrate  of  Andalusia,  he  con- 
demns Figaro  to  marry  Marceline  that  day  or  pay  the 
ten  thousand  francs  -  which  Figaro  cannot  possibly  do  - 
it  is  revealed  that  Karceline  is  Figaro's  unknoT^m 
mother. 

This  ruins  all  of  the  Count's  plans  and  he  can- 
not flatter  himself  ttat   he  is  either  fortunate  or 
avenged.   During  this  time,  the  Countess,  who  has 
not  given  up  the  hope  of  winning  back  her  unfaithful 
spouse  by  catching  him  at  fault,  has  arranged  with 
Susanna  that  the  latter  pretend  to  grant  the  Count  a 
rendezvous  at  last  in  the  garden,  and  that  the  wife 
appear  there  in  place  of  the  mistress.  But  an  un- 
foreseen incident  apprises  Figaro  of  the  rendezvous 
granted  by  his  fiancee.   Furious  because  he  believes 
himself  deceived,  he  hides  at  the  appointed  spot  in 
order  to  surprise  the  Count  with  Susanna.  While  he 
is  still  raging,  he  is  himself  pleasantly  surprised 
to  discover  that  the  whole  affair  is  only  a  game  be- 
tween the  Countess  and  her  chambermaid  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fooling  the  Count;  he  finally  joins  in  the 
game  good-humoredly;  Almaviva,  convicted  of  un- 
faithfulness by  his  wife,  throws  himself  at  her 
feet,  begs  her  forgiveness,  vjhich  she  laughingly 
grants  him,  and  Figaro  marries  Susanna.

The  Count,  finally  perceiving  that  he  is  being  made  the 
victim,  but  unable  to  imagine  how  it  is  being  done,  resolves 
upon  vengeance  by  favoring  Marceline's  claims.   Thus,  de- 
sperate because  he  cannot  make  the  young  woman  his  mistress , 
he  tries  to  marry  the  old  one  to  Figaro,  who  is  distressed  by 
all  this.   But  at  the  moment  when  Almaviva  believes  himself 
avenged,  when,  as  first  magistrate  of  Andalusia,  he  condemns 
Figaro  to  marry  Marceline  that  day  or  pay  the  ten  thousand 
francs --which  Figaro  cannot  possibly  do--it  is  revealed  that 
Marceline  is  Figaro's  unknown  mother. 

This  ruins  all  of  the  Count's  plans  and  he  cannot  flatter 
himself  that  he  is  either  fortunate  or  avenged.   During  this 
time,  the  Countess,  who  has  not  given  up  the  hope  of  winning 
back  her  unfaithful  spouse  by  catching  him  at  fault,  has 
arranged  with  Suzanne  that  the  latter  pretend  to  grant  the 
Count  a  rendezvous  at  last  in  the  garden,  and  that  the  wife 
appear  there  in  place  of  the  mistress.   But  an  unforeseen 
incident  apprises  Figaro  of  the  rendezvous  granted  by  his 
fiancee.   Furious  because  he  believes  himself  deceived,  he 
hides  at  the  appointed  spot,  in  order  to  surprise  the  Count 
with  Suzanne. 

While  he  is  still  raging,  he  is  himself  pleasantly  sur- 
prised to  discover  that  the  whole  affair  is  only  a  game  be- 
tween the  Countess  and  her  chambermaid  for  the  purpose  of 
fooling  the  Count;  he  finally  joins  in  the  game  good-humor- 
edly;  Almaviva,  convicted  of  unfaithfulness  by  his  wife, 
throws  himself  at  her  feet,  begs  her  forgiveness,  which  she 
laughingly  grants  him,  and  Figaro  marries  Suzanne.
